SHRINE CIRCUS SPONSORS ANI- 

MAL-NAMING CONTEST. PAIR OF 

RARE SICILIAN DONKEYS TO BE 
PRESENTED TO ZOO 


JNCIDENT to its annual all-professional 

circus at the Boston Garden, which this 
year opens for a full week on Monday, 
September 30 through Sunday, October 6, 
Aleppo Temple of the Shrine has earlier 
presented to the Franklin Park Zoo a 
Camel in 1942, a Chimpanzee in 1943, an 
Eland or African Elk in 1944, and a second 
baby Camel in 1945. 

Winners of the $25.00 War Bond, given 
each year as a first prize in the animal- 
naming contest, have been Maynard Strout 
of Somerville for ‘‘Jeep,”’ the Camel: 
Marion McPhail of West Roxbury for 
“Bondie,” the Chimpanzee; Nancy Gildea 
of Jamaica Plain for “Congo,” the African 
Elk; and Edward Kelleher of Dorchester 
last year for “Vee Vee,” the baby Camel. 

This year Park Commissioner William 
P. Long, who was asked to make a sug- 
gestion, promptly suggested a pair of the 
Sicilian Donkeys which have proved to be 
such a fine attraction for the kiddies at the 
St. Louis Zoo, Forest Park at Springfield, 
Massachusetts, and other parks through- 
out the country. 

The pair of Sicilian Donkeys purchased 
by Aleppo Temple are about two months 
old, stand about 214 feet high, and now 
weigh only 75 pounds. 

The Sicilian Donkey is the most fas- 
cinating little pet in the world for children, 
who can ride on its back or hitch it to tiny 
wicker carts. These dwarf donkeys, used 
along the tortuous mountain paths in 
Sicily, are very hardy. In their native land 
they require no housing in summer or 
winter, and eat little food. The prevailing 
color is a rich heather gray, and the little 
donkeys grow to weigh about 200 pounds. 
The little fellows grow their own shaggy 
warm winter overcoat when cold days 
come. The Sicilian Donkey, despite his 
m all size, is a veritable powerhouse of 


strength. He is as surefooted as a goat, 
and can pull a wicker cart with four or five 
youngsters in it. 

As usual, Aleppo Temple offers a $25.00 
government bond for first prize in this 
animal-naming contest and 202 other prizes 
to the runners-up. Children who wish to 
take part in the novel competition are to 
write their name, address and age on a 
piece of paper; then write the pair of 
names they suggest for the pair of Sicilian 
Donkeys; and finally a letter of not more 
than 25 words on “Why the Zoo Should 
Have Sicilian Donkeys.” 

The names submitted are the important 
factor. But in the event the winning name 
is suggested by more than one child, the 
letter will decide the winner of first prize. 

The contest will be open to any boy or 
girl under fifteen and a child may submit 
as many different pairs of names as he or 
she desires. Contest closes midnight, 
Wednesday, September 25. Prizes will be 
awarded October 1. 

Prizes: $25 bond for first; $10 Savings 
Stamp, second; $5 stamp for third, 50 
prizes of $1 plus a pair of reserved seats to 
the circus, and 150 prizes of a pair of re- 
served seats to the circus — a total of 203 
prizes in all. The three top winners also 
receive three box seats each. 

The Donkeys will be at the Boston 
Garden during the entire week of the 
Aleppo Shrine Circus and exhibited to the 
children at each performance.

ANOTHER pleasant tour of duty, the 

first for several years, was enjoyed by 
the members of the uniformed units, Aug- 
ust 7 to 11. The occasion was a one-day 
visit as guests of Luxor Temple at St. 
John, N. B., and a two-day visit with the 
Northeastern Shrine Association at Ban- 
gor, Maine. 

Excellent arrangements were made for 
transportation, to arrive at 8 A.M. in St. 
John and Bangor as well as the return to 
Boston, on the scheduled days; an ideal 
hour to start the day. On Wednesday 
afternoon we left Boston in a downpour of 
rain and on our arrival at St. John, it was 
raining hard. After breakfast it cleared 
and we had a nice day in that quaint old 
city. The rendezvous was at the Admiral 
Beatty Hotel where we enjoyed three fine, 
well served meals. The parade started at 
three o’clock and we marched up and down 
more hills than I ever saw before. It must 
have been tough on the band members, but 
the men could do no less than emulate 
Major Vaughan, who maintained his usual 
military poise and finished with a smile. 
In the evening, our band gave a concert in 
the square and then the Second Platoon 
put on an exhibition drill, with lights, 
which attracted thousands. Although the 
street was roped off to divert traffic, in the 
vicinity of the hotel, there were hundreds 
in the rear of the crowds who stood on tip- 
toe but were unable to see anything at all. 
Bill Davis and Roy Gaskell were the self- 
appointed greeters for the day — Bill 
passed out cigars to the natives on the 
street cars — Roy furnished the cigars (?) 
The things that I remember about the day 
in St. John were the friendliness of the 
people of that old Canadian city, mecting 
the Government ( fficials of New Bruns- 
wick and St. John, the visit to the Masonic 
Temple, the peppy Kiltie band of Luxor 
Temple with its small membership of four 
hundred Nobles. 

We left St. John at midnight and arrived 
at Bangor at the scheduled time. When I 
turned in there was no one in the upper 
berth over me, but while I was dressing in 
the morning and taking up plenty of space 
in the aisle, Harold Budreau slipped out of 
the upper berth, correctly dressed, all spic 
and span, to prove that there’s plenty of 
space in that cubicle in which to dress, if 
you know how, which he, as an old railroad 
man, certainly knows. But I'd like to see 
any of those six footers of the First Platoon, 
like Arthur Holl or Dick Levine, do it with- 

out breaking his vertebrae. The march 
from the train to the Anah Headquarters 
was just long enough to sharpen our ap- 
petites for breakfast. We were free all day, 
so some of the men went on a bus trip to 
Bar Harbor, while others went to the State 
Fair or visited about town. It was a blis- 
tering hot day and there was no comfort at 
the Fair. During our two-day stay at 
Bangor all meals were served at Anah 


Headquarters, and some considered that 
about four flights too many to negotiate, 
and so visited one of the local hostelries or 
restaurants. At seven in the evening, 
Anah’s fine band gave a concert on the 
lawn outside the Auditorium and at eight 
o'clock our band gave a concert inside the 
Auditorium. Then the Aleppo Patrol, led 
by Chaptain Sharpe, put on a battalion 
drill, after long unavoidable delays. Im- 
perial Potentate George H. Rowe was then 
received, to the music of Luxor Pipe Band, 
and afterwards there was dancing and en- 
tertainment until a late hour. On Satur- 
day, the parade started at 12:30. The 
route was straight-away through the main 
streets, just a comfortable march. At five 
o'clock a shore dinner was served at the 
Armory to the several thousand Nobles — 
it was well organized and there was plenty 
for everybody. During the evening the 
Ceremonial was held at the Auditorium, 
high-lighted by a fine address by Imperial 
Potentate Rowe. Altogether, it was a fine 
visit and the Anah folks were great hosts. 
The train left Bangor at 12:30 a.m. and we 
arrived at Boston more than an hour ahead 
of the scheduled time. There were but few 
casualties on the trip. Fred Wilder hurt 
his ankle stepping off a curb Friday night. 
We packed it in ice and Dr. Salerno 
promptly ordered an x-ray, which showed 
a split bone. So Fred did his parading in 
taxicabs. He has been confined at home for 
two weeks but expects to be about soon. 

The meeting at Bangor also commemo- 
rated the twenty-fifth anniversary of Anah 
Temple. Some of the older members like 
Nobles Alcock, Basch, Chantler, Daland, 
Harvey, Hight and James, may remember 
the occasion of the patrol visit in 1922, 
which was also attended by Past Imperial 
Potentate “Sunny Jim” McCandless of 
Honolulu, and other Imperial Officers and 
units from Kora and Bektash Temples. 

Incidentally, I note that Mt. Sinai 
Temple of Montpelier was the third 
Temple to organize, only preceded by 
Mecca and Damascus. 

Next year the Imperial Sessions prob- 
ably will be held at Buffalo or perhaps, 
Atlantic City. Harold Lloyd promises the 
finest celebration ever to be held at Los 
Angeles, when he reaches the top and per- 
haps a few years hence, when our present 
Imperial First Ceremonial Master, Judge 
Wilson, is the Head of Shrinedom, Boston 
will be the scene of the meeting, for the 
first time in history.
